Honduras Snubbed. 



Latchford, Ont.. June 20. — Push fires 
which have swept over a large area 
during the past few days, and which 
are stlli raging, have endangered the 
lives and property of hundreds of 
prospectors. It is feared that Uvea 
have been lost. One prospector who 
arrived today from up the Montreal 

river re is that the flames have 

surrounded the Bear river and Elk 
lake districts, and that some of the 
men in that region will never be able 
to gel out in safety, as their retreat 
has been cut off. It is already definitely 
reputed that two rt H .n have been 
bunted to death around Hear river, 
where a great many were forced to 
leave all of tin Ir belongings and liter- 
ally run for their lives. 

Some of them managed to sink th -ir 
tents and supplies in the river, but 
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Condon, June 20.— Sir Robert Pond, 
premier of Newfoundland, has been 
endeavoring to persuade the British 
government to submit the fisheries 
questions arising from '.lie treaty of 
ISIS to arbitration by neutral powers. 
He first made the suggestion when 
Newfoundland was discussed at the 
las: sesslson of the Imperial confer- 
ence, At that time he protested 
strongly against the modus Vivendi. 
The British government naturally re- 
fused to adopt Sir Robert's suggestion 
because it was negotiating with the 
United States. p 

sir Robert has since renewed his pro- 
posal, desiring to submit the matter to 
The Hague arbitration tribunal. 

Foreign Secretary Grey is reported 
to have reminded the Newfoundland 
premier that if the arbitration failed 
the question would lie left n delicate 
ground. 

The Newfoundland discussion is on- 
ly an episode id' the imperial confer 
ence. The cabinet ministers have 
steadily resisted several .attempts it 
the house of commons to obtain detail 
of the meeting of the colonial prem 
lers, but the ministers always explained 
that the conference agreed that the 
discussions should bo kept private. It 
is generally understood that the reason 
for maintaining silence is that the tie 
bates dealt freely not only with Now 
foundland, but with the relations be 
tween the British American colonies 
and tlio United States generally. It 
was considered too much of a family 
affair to blazon to the world in the 
pages of an official publication. 

Sir Robert Bond finally has decided 
to leave England on the Virginian to- 
morrow. He lias carried on a press 
campaign in behalf of Newfoundland 
while in England, making it appear 
that Newfondland was lighting the 
American fishing trust. Ills solution 
of the whole question lias been the en- 
forcement of the foreign fishing ves- 
sels act of 1000. providing lor the 
penalization of Americans who Induce 
British subjects to violate the laws of 
the colony. Arbitration is Sir Robert's 
second choice.

readiness of action, with total bunker 
capacity of about 2,300 tons, speed 
on trial of 21 knots, a length on the 
load water line of about 510 feet, ami 
an extreme breadth of about 85 feet 
and 2 5-8 inches. 

The Newport Shipbuilding company 
of Newport, with a bid of $3,637,000, 
and the Fore River Shipbuilding 
company of Qulncy, .Mass., with a bid 
at $4,377,000, were the successful bid- 
ders today for building the big 20,000 
ton battleships.

Counsel for prosecu- 
tion anticipate that Adams will be 
called for the defence as ono of their 
witnesses. 

State Case Closing. 

Boise, Idaho, June 20.— Unless nine 
o'clock should bring an unforeseen de-

Mr. Darrow on Saturday.

Organization Was Completed and 
Plans of Work Are 
Discussed

Tho Initial meeting of tho new 
parks board was held at the city hall 
last evening. Officers were elected, 
several committees appointed and the 
plans for work discussed. Tho hoard 
today will visit Beacon Hill park and 
decide what is Immediately necessary 
in connection with the task of main- 
taining the park, lor which funds are 
at its disposal, and a meeting will be 
called early la the week to prosecute 
this as weil as to further consldor the 
board's duties ia connection with the 
boulevarding of the streets. 

Major Motley took the chair at the 
beginning of the mooting. lie called 
on I he e.ity clerk who acted as sec- 
retary, to read the section of the by- 
law dealing with the officers to be 
appointed. I'm- the last position, that 
of chairman, John Arbuthnol was 
unanimously elected. Several mem- 
bers of the board roferred to .Mr. Ar- 
buthnot's connection with a similar 
institution in Winnipeg, and the opin- 
ion was generally expressed that from 
his know lodge of Hie work, gained 
through his experience there, lie was 
tho best litted for the position. City 
Clerk Dowler was elected .secretary of 
the board until its organization Is per- 
fected. 

The new chairman then called upon 
the secretary to read\tho by-law in 
full which details tho powers and du- 
ties of the organization. 

Then came the discussion as to 
what was the first tiling the board 
should undertake. The mayor had 
hazarded a suggestion as to the need 
id' some of the parks for Improve- 
ment when Aid. Vincent objected. 

"1 think." said he, "that we ought 
lirst to tackle the streets. They are 
In a terrible ondillon. On some of 
them every weed that the Lord has 
'allowed to exist is thriving, and the 
general appearance is not nattering to 
the city. Visitors do not go to the 
parks so much. They drive around 
! tho city, and It is from the streets 
that they form their impression." 

The chairman thereupon pointed out 
that the committee could do nothing 
towards boulevarding the thorough- 
fares until a curb had been put In and 
some mist as to tho relation of the 
board to tho streets, bridges and sew- 
ers committee, to the city council and 
to the public at large was dissipated, 
from the discussion which followed it 
was gathered that the local board dif- 
fers from the Winnipeg body in sev- 
eral respects. la Winnipeg the rate 
payers approach the council with a 
petition that their street be boule- 
vardod. The latter turn tho petition 
over to the parks board, who obtain a 
report upon it from tho city engineer 
and their own gardeners, and report 
to the council. The latter then orders 
that the work shall proceed. Accord- 
ing to the by-law constituting tho lo- 
cal body, they are supposed to sug- 
gest to the council what streets shall 
be boulevardcd. The streets, bridges 
aiul sewers committee proceeds with 
| the work of placing the thoroughfare 
order under the local improvement 
-law, and in the sum assessed 
n i nst the property owners of the 
eet lii question there is an amount 
be devoted to lite boulevarding 
| The duties of the two boards, how- 
ever, have not been thoroughly 
threshed out yet, and a haziness con- 
tinued to exist throughout the meet- 
ing as to tho relations of the board 
to the council. 

In response to a quest ion of the 
chairman, the mayor informed the 
board that by the plan adopted by the 
council in dealing with streets under 
the Local Improvement act, a five foot 
cement sidewalk is built two feet from 
within the street line. Tills Is done 
because the fence lines are not hom- 
ologated ami legal resource Is frequent- 
ly necessary to compel the residents 
to withdraw fences which encroach 
upon Hi" city properly. There is no 
standard set as to the width of tile 
pave nt which varies from twenty- 
five t" one hundred feet in width. 

Mr. Arbuthnol thought that a defi- 
nite system should !>'• evolved. In 
Winnipeg, a roadway twenty-four feet 
I in width was adopted. The sidewalk 
was place.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE 

Maloney v Victoria (before Hunter, 
C. J. Morrison and Clement, JJ.) — 
This was an appeal from a ruling by 
Irving, J. in the matter of an appli- 
cation made by him to quash by-law 
Xo. 503, known as a by-law tor the 
regulation of licenced premises, and of 
applications for liquor licences, and 
their issue. The tacts have already 
been published at length, but, in effect 
the objections advanced against the 
measure were that, it was ultra vires of 
the city council, and therefore a nullity. 
On ths ground each clause id' the by- 
law was attacked seriatim, as either 
going beyond -.the powers, granted by 
the legislature to the municipal gov- 
erning body, or an undue delegation 
of powers by that body, under the by- 
law, to the licensing board. Irving, .1. 
came to the conclusion that sections 
1S4 ami 205 dealt fully with the ques- 
tion, the latter section particularly giv- 
ing the council ample authority lor the 
passage of the by-law in dispute. 

Mr. Higglns, in support of the ap- 
peal, in addition to those general 
grounds, .also submitted that the by- 
law wits Inconsistent with and con- 
tradcitory of the provisions of the liq- 
uor traffic, regulation act in the mat- 
ters of closing hours and times as 
well as in other partculars. 

Mr. Bborts, K. C. (Mr. Mason with 
him) submitted that the city received 
full power under the Municipal Clauses 
Act to ipass the by-law, which is 
mcrelv aimed at regulating tho issue 
and holding of licences; ami that a li- 
cense holder merely holds or obtains 



his licence on Hie conditions imposed

— This j ( 
was an appeal from the judgment of' quel 
Irving J. In un action for damages fori dlsp 
slander tried before him on the llthlyeai 
of December, llititi, when he nave jlidg- 
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doctor had obtained the secd.s used

Paris, June 20.— Late last night Pre- 
mier Clemenceau received gravo news 
from the district ot the discontented 
wine growers where the exasperation 
of the people is increasing. 

Tlie messages to the premier came 
indirectly by way of Lyons, Indicating 
that the wires had not been cut. 

A committee has been reconstituted, 
ti third committee being named In case 
the members of the second committee 
are. also arrested. 

It Is now certain that Marcollno Al- 
bert has not been arrested, and it is 
admitted that the police have no idea 
of his whereabouts. 

Montpeller, June 20.— Serious riot- 
ing broke out here last night lasting 
all evening. The mob attempted to 
burn down the prison and rescue the 
prisoners. 

Troops were turned out, were re- 
ceived With volleys Of stones and bot- 
tles. 

Narbonne, France, June 20. — A vio- 
let mob from outlying villages gath- 
ered here last night. They poured 
prob- 1 petroleum over the door ol tlie sub- 
prefecture, which they set on lire, but 
were driven off after repeated charges 
by the troops. 

In the course of the lighting the 
manifestants tired revolvers, but no 
one was hit. 

The disorder was augmented by the 
absence of lights, the mob having cut 
the' electric cables. 

In other parts of the town barricades 
were erected. They were stormed by 
the troops ami torn down, only to be 
set up again by the rioters. 

Tho government appears to have act- 
ed none too soon in determining to 
set tho law In motion against tho re- 
volutionaries in tho south of Prance. 
Prefects report the commencement of 
efforts to rouse the populace, and three 
departments, the Audc, Herault and 
Hyretts-Orlentales, tire apparently 
ncarlng a stage when aggressiveness 
will replace passjveness, At Narbonne 
dynamite has been discovered on the 
rails, and In some cases the tracks 
have been removed. 

The announcement of the Intention 
of the government to arrest the origin- 
ator of the wine growers' movement 
was promptly followed by a general 
rlsi'ng of the countryside with the ob- 
ject of resisting the government forces. 

Summonses are out against the wine 
growers' committee on the charge of j 
inciting revolt, and several mayors will 
be prosecuted for attempting to over- | 
throw the central government. De- 
tachments of cavalry from the East 
are on their way to replace the local 
troops. 

The action of the government led to 
a lively debute in tho chamber of de- 
puties yesterday. Premier Clemcn- 
coau refused to agree to the immedi- 
ate discussion of the interpellation on 
tho government's plan, and demanded 
ltd postponements to June 21st. Ho 
declared that all means of conciliation 
had been exhausted and that as chief 
of the government he was bound to 
force respect for the law. He said 
the wine growers' committee of Argel- 
liers had set up Itself In place of the 
central government, and three depart- 
ments had revolted against the law, 
and were tlireatentng to burn and 
otherwise terrorize mayors and others 
who refused allegiance to the commit- 
tee. If the chamber defeated the post- 
ponement of the Interpolation he said 
he would immediately countermand the 
prosecution, anil the chamber would be 
held responsible for the grave conse- 
quences. It was his desire to avoid 
the threatened bloodshed. 

After heated remarks from M, .Inures, 
the Socialist leader, who declared the 
government had brought tho country 
to the verge of civil war, Mr. Sarraut 
anil M. Rlbot came to the support of 
the cabinet, the latter saying that the 
situation was the worst in thirty-seven 
years. The government's motion was 
adopted — lilt to 158. 

The state banquet, which was to 
he given tonight Kn honor of the King 
of Siam has been countermanded in 
consequence of the bloodshed. The 
newspapers report another attempt to 
burn the sub- Prefecture at Narbonne. 
Gendarmes fired from the upper story 
and the attackers fled. Jt is also an- 
nounced that there has been further 
shooting in the streets of Narbonne 
and that many persons have been 
wounded. 'I'he wine growers continue 
to pour into Nurbonnc and threaten to 
set lire to the hotel occupied by armj 
officers. French troops are arriving 
here. 

Tlie brief despatches which reached 
Paris lip to noon today showed that I 
the conflicts which have occurred be- ' 
twecn the troops tend mobs In the 
south were more sanguinary than were 
at lirst reported. At Narbonne three 
persons were killed and a hundred sol- 
diers and civilians. Including a s 'o 

of women, are said to have been 
wounded, a number of them fatally. 
The troops, who were ordered to lire 
in the air, shot straight at tho mob 
besieging them in the court yard or 
the prefecture. A whole army corps 
lias ben put In motion to deal with 
the rebellious wine growers . 

In the chamber of deputies today, 
niter a tumultuous scene, during which 
Premier Clemenceau was addressed In 
Insulting terms, an Interpellation of 
the government on its repressive 
measures toward the wine growers 
was postponed until tomorrow. The 
premier said he had no particular 
desire to remain in power.

PRINCE FUSHIMI 

As yet there is very little evidence 
that Victoria will make any effort to 
(lu honor to Prince Fushlml, whn iw 
to he In the city In the course of a 
few days and will take leave not only 
of Canada, but of the British Empire, 
at this point. The Visit of His Im- 
perial Highness lias a special signifi- 
cance. He went to London to meet 
His -Majesty and extend to him and lo 
the British people through him the 
cordial fellowship of the lusty young 
giant of the Orient. He is returning 
home by way of Canada, in order, 
among other things, that the character 
of his journey may he emphasized by 
confining i! as nearly as possible to 
dominions under tho Union .lack. The 
Imperial government lias asked the 
people of Canada to do him .-special 
honor; the Dominion government has 
repeated the request. We may feci 
very sure that there is a definite pur- 
pose in all tins. What '.here may he 
beneath the surface we Jo not know, 
but upon tlie very face of things it is 
obvious that i; is in the interest of 
the British Empire that due appreeia- 
lton should be shown for the Emperor 
of Japan, whose special representative 
Prince Fushimi is. We therefore feel 
that more ought to he done at Victoria 
than seems likely to be done to show 
honor to the Prince. 

Wo make due allowance for the fact 
that the people of this city are as a 
rule highly undemonstrative. The wel- 
come which we save the Duke and 
Duchess of York was of a perfunctory 
kind, and we hardly showed Prince J 
Arthur of Connaught any attention at 
all, although he was returning from 
a mission on which he was the direct 



Tho Herald says that there was a 
keen fight In tho local legislature 
against Mr. McBride's trip to England, 
in making this observation the Herald 
draws entirely upon its Imagination,

Much 
allowance may be made for Inaccur- 
acies in statements made in the beat 
of a conflict, when men cannot always 
take time to look up the facts, and 
general allegations approximately cor- 
rect convey a fairly accurate mean- 
ing; hut how any honorable newspaper 
can deliberately falsify facts that are 
open and accessible to the public, and 
do so when nothing critical is happen- 
ing, passes our comprehension. The 
only explanation which we can find is 
that the Herald recognizes the sub- 
stantial character of .Mr. McBride's 
success, and seeks to belittle its sig- 
nificance.

Germany, of France, Italy, Spain, and 
almost every Occidental country that 
can be named, are conspicuous In their 
efforts to exalt tho name and prestige 
of their several nations. Tho Japanese 
are remarkable for their determined 
effort to Impress the world with the 
importance not of the naval and mili- 
tary prowess of their empire, but of 
their country as a new national fac- 
tor. Even Chinamen have aroused 
themselves to the appreciation of such 
an entity of the Chinese empire. In 
India we hear the cry of India for tho 
Indians, and even the Egyptian fal- 
aheen feel the impulse of a national 
movement. That under such circum- 
stances there should be a tendency to 
obliterate tho national idea in England 
Is an astonishing thing.

A terminal station, equal to anything 
■west, will be built on, and just back of, 
the space now occupied by the Evans, 
Coleman & Evans company. The 
present depot buildings of tne C. P. R. 
will be used as general offices only, as 
the vast volume of freight and trans- 
port business will be handled, so far 
as working details are concerned, in 
the new yards and buildings.

(ill the Victoria ,t Sidney railway has 
<im been operating its trains between its 
terminus In this city and Sidney. Tho 
contention has been made frequently 
that it was not living up to the terms 
of tin; agreement entered into witli 
the city in 1S91, under which it has 
drawn an annual subsidy and by which 
its franchise and running rights with- 
in the city were granted. 

Tho city applied to tne Ltcutcnant- 
Governor-ln-Councll asking that the 
franchise be cancelled, but it was de- 
cided that the matter was one for the 
courts lo settle. 

The city has at length taken action. 
An application has been made to the 

supreme c -| by ' he city sollc iters 

on behalf of the city for the cancella- 
tion of tin; contract between the cor- 
poration and the Victoria & Sidney 
railway. The statement of claim has 
been filed with the court and a copy 
delivered lo the local agents fur the 
solicitors ef th,- company. The state- 
ment of claim is a lengthy article and 
instances numerous breaches of con- 
tract on the part of tho defendant 
company. 

Tho statement <,f claim, asks that all 
the rights, privileges and franchises. 
Including th.- right to occupation of 
the market building and adjacent lands 
and the right to maintain the line of 
railway from tho former terminus or 
the railway on Hillside avenue to the 
market building-, through and over the 
streets of the city shall be declared 
abrogated. 

The corporation claims a declar- 
ation that the defendant company have 
committed breaches of the said agree- 
ment, that in consequence they be 

compelled to have the streets; after 
removal of the line of rails and works, 
reinstated and made tit for public traf- 
fic, and also asks for an enquiry as to 
damages and other relief. 

The statement of claim sets forth 
that an agreement was made and en- 
tered into between the city of 
Victoria and A. S. limes, trustee for 
the company, in May, 1901. The 
agreement provided that the company 
should be allowed to construct, oper- 
ate and maintain a line of railway 
over, along and across the following 
streets of the city: "A" street. Bay 
street. First street, Blanchard street. 
Flsguard street, Cormorant and Store 
streets. 

The agreement provided amongst 
other details ihat. the railway should 
construct, operate ami maintain a car 
ferry service between its terminus 
on the Saanich Peninsula and some 
point on t lie eraser River, that one 
passenger train at least should be run 
each way between tho termini of the 
railway and thai the railway and car 
ferry should be operated at a reason- 
able rate of speed and Us work main- 
tained efficiently were further stipu- 
lated. 

The city further agreed to lease the 
market building for a term of twenty- 
live years at the nominal rental ef $100 
per year to the company and to grant 
the company the sum of $l.">.000 per

This Invitation is by cour- 
tesy of the Victoria Driving club, and 
entrance to the races will be free to 
nil in uniform, and to officers wheth- 
er in uniform or otherwise. 

You would bo conferring a great 
pleasure on the people by allowing the 
ship's band to play at any time dur- 
ing the races. I take It that it will 
be Impossible for the men to obtain 
shore leave during coaling today, hut 
if you are inclined to allow them to 
attend the race meet either tomorrow 
ofternoon or Saturday afternoon and 
will let me know In time I will ar- 
range a special car service for taking 
them out to the races, otherwise they 
will have to do the best they can, but 
the car service eroos right from Esqui- 
mau to the race grounds.

ARMED WITH KNIVES 



Man Hurls Cuspidor and Puts 
Bloodthirsty Antagonist 
Out of Action 



Greek met Greek last night and as 
a result the floor of. tile Regent sal- 
oon, where the meetUlg occurred, bears 
a few blood stains, uno man nursed a 
fierce headache till .light in a cell at 
the police station, lyui another spent 
several hours of excitement in which 
he dramatically told the Officers of the 
law and many otherj how, by a lucky 
blow with a cuspidor that .stopped a 
follow countryman who was armed 
with two knives as long as his arm 
ho escaped being cayved to death.

Accoraing to the latter 
the two were In the saloon about !• 
o'clock having some .drinks together 
when 11 dispute about some family 
matter occurred. The vendor of fruit 
became insulting and the street labor- 
er struck him on the jaw with his 
list. When Steemeeteere regained his 
feet he rushed out of the saloon and 
into his store, next door, where he se- 
cured two ugly looking knives that are 
used for slicing candy made on the 
premises. He returned to the bar- 
room, brandishing the weapons, and 
made straight for Marmaas who had 
peaceably resumed the task of slak- 
ing his thirst. The unarmed man 
cleverly ducked a slash that was 
meant to sever his head from his 
shoulders, and then attempted a re- 
treat. Rut every avenue of escape 
seemed to be stopped by glistening 
blades of steel which at times fanned 
his ears and bis hair. He tried to 
dodge behind the bar, but there was 
no opening that he could see. Jus! 
as he was beginning to feel that his 
last hop,, was gone he spied a cuspi- 
dor, and. seizing It he took a chance 
throw at the m, m who was bent on 
having his life. Tie- cuspidor landed 
squarely mi the head of Steemeeteere 
and fe filed him to the floor, bleeding 
and unconscious. 

Marmaas then rushed to police head- 
quarters and related his thrilling ex- 
perience. In the meantime toe Injur- 
ed man was picked up and carried Into 
his store where lie was later attended 
by Dr. Hart who put a few stitches 
In his scalp.

Railway Commission's Engineer 
Looks Into Opening Up 
Esquimalt Road 



H. A. K. Drury, engineer of the 
Dominion government's railway com- 
mission arrived in Victoria on Wed- 
nesday and will leave for the east to- 
morrow. Mr. Drury Is In tlio city In 
connection with the application of the 
city to have a grade crossing opened 
on the E. & N. railway across the old 
Esquimau road. 

In company with City Engineer Topp 
and Resident Engineer VVilby, of the 
E, & N. be visited the scene of the 
proposed crossing yesterday morning 
and heard the arguments both of the 
city and the railway as presented by 
their representatives. Ho will report 
to the railway commission after which 
the latter will decide as to whether 
the application will or will not be 
granted. 

In the event of the application being 
granted the railway will ask that the 
city be instructed to reduce the grade 
of the street which at the present time 
hides the proposed crossing from view. 
The latter causes serious apprehension 
of danger, the company's engineer 
maintains. It is probable that if the 
railway undertakes the cost of making 
the crossing and putting it in a safe 
condition the city will be prepared to 
do the necessary grading upon the ap- 
proaches.

At the meeting or the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge of the Orange order in 
Vancouver the Grand Master, Dr. 
T. S. Sproule, M.P., delivered the fol- 
lowing annual address: 
To the officers and Members of the 
M0.U Worshipful Grand Orange 
Lodge of British America: 

Brethren: It Is fitting that we 
shouid acknowledge our gratitude to 
tho Almighty that we are permitted 
again to assemble In Grand Lodge for 
counsel regarding tho interests of the 
great Association which we represent. 
I trust that our deliberations will bo 
conducted in that brotherly spirit 
which distinguished our Order, and 
that we will reach wise conclusions 
upon all questions that may be discus- 
sed and determined during our ses- 
sion. 

As the Chief Executive Officer of tho 
Grand Lodge of British America, I ex- 
tend to you a cordial welcome and in- 
vite your co-operation In the business 
of our Grand Lodge, so that our de- 
cisions will be carefully reached and 
wise in tho general interest. 

Wo meet today in this splendid city 
of Vancouver, on the shores of the 
golden Pacific. Our gathering marks 
j another step in the onward inarch of 
I the Orange association as we assemble 
here for' tho first time in the history 
1 of tho Grand Lodge. We are thus en- 
abled lo greet our brothers of the 
J West where the last rays of the setting 
: sun kiss our fair Dominion good-night 
j as it sinks to rest. 

I bring tn you a message of good- 
1 will brotherly love and fraternal "greet- 
I ings from the brethren of the Last, 
I tlie homo-land of many of you, and 
j the birthplace of the Orange associa- 
; tion in B. A. Wo join today in this 
animal conference for the good of t lie 
I Order and the promotion of our prin- 
i clples. It Is an unalloyed pleasure to 
j know that wo are assembled in a prov- 
ince, and in a city, neither of which 
have yet bowed the knee to Baal, nor 
sacrificed the State's rights at the be- 
hest of any church but maintained 
the constitutional principles of free- 
dom as bequeathed to us by our 
founder, William Prince of Orange. 

On the occasion of this visit to 
your fair Province, 1 feci It to bo fit- 
ting that I should express my personal 
gratitude for the prompt, generous and 
intelligent support the brethren of 
British Columbia gave me during the 
important fight we conducted in Par- 
liament against the obnoxious Educa- 
tional Clauses of tho Autonomy Bills. 
By means of petitions largely, signed 
by resolutions unanimously passed, 
and wise counsel conveyed In personal 
letters, tho brethren of British Colum- 
bia gave substantial assistance to 
those who were fighting their battle on 
the floor of Parliament. No portion 
of the Dominion did better service in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta with Sep- 
arate schools than tho Province of 
British 'Columbia. I would be derelict 
in my duty to you did I not grateful- 
ly acknowledge assistance so gener- 
ously given and so valuable to our 
cause. 

Progress of the Order 

It is with profound satisfaction that 
I am able to report to you that the 
year has been noted for the activity 
and progress of the Orange association. 
Xot only has there been a large nu- 
merical increase- — which in itself is 
cause for gratification — but I learn 
that the best classes of citizenship of 
Canada are being attracted to the Or- 
der. 1 think it may fairly be stated In 
connection with the history of the As- 
sociatlon during the year that never 
has its demonstrations attracted such j 
favorable attention as those that were 
held on the 12th of July, 1Q06. From! 
tho Atlantic to the Pacific the annual 
celebrations were not only larger than 
in former years but they were marked 
I by local enthusiasm, and an apprecia- 
tion of the purposes for which the or- 
' ganlzatlon was founded that have not 
always been evident in the past. To 
, this cause largely is to be attributed 
I the progress which has marked our 
j hlstorv during the past year. Every 
Provincial Grand Lodge throughout 
British North America at its last an- 
nual meeting reported a healthy in- 
crease in members and activity along 
' sound lines. 

Grand Organizers Appointed 
One striking evidence of this is the 
appointment of a Grand Organizer by 
the Grand Lodge of Ontario West, 
thus adding one more field officer con- 
stantly at work stimulating the Order ] 
where", it Is weak, and building it up; 
j where material is available. At the j 
I present time the Grand Lodge of On- 
I tarlo East and tin' Grand Lodge of On- 
'. tarlo West have both regularly ap- 
\ pointed organizers in the field doing 
good work. In addition to these ofll- 
; cors 1 have appointed Bro. J. W. 
Whitley as Grand organizer for the 
Western Provinces. Owing to the ac- 
tivity of these organizers, as well as 
1 to the snlendld and unselfish services 
j of our County .Masters and District 
] Masters, the numerical Increase and 
j improved standing of the Order Is due 
While this Is the case I would like to 
direct your attention and the attention 
of tho Brethren of British America, to 
t.be fact that now is the accepted time 
for the application of additional en- 
ergy in the work of building up the 
Orange association. May wo show no 
diminution In our zeal, nor waning ar- 
dor on our love fur the work we have 
undertaken. 

Incidents of the Year. 
The year just closed has been an 
eventful one. It was fraught with 
gi-eat Interest and lasting consequences 
to every liberty loving citizen. It has 
been marked by serious reverses for 
Rome in its ancient strongholds, where 
for centuries she lias flourished as a! 
green bay tree. 

In Italy, the home of the Pope, where 
the Vatican, if anywhere, should be 
expected to exercise potent Influence | 
over the state, she has been checked! 
and curbed in her career and called to 
account whenever she has dared to in- | 
tcrfero with the rights or authority of | 
the state. 

In Spain, where authority was su- 
preme for ages, both In church und 
slate, and where no religion was al- 
lowed to bo practised, and no churches 
erected except those for Roman Cath- 
olic worship, the present King has de- 
creed that religion in the state must 
bo free to all Christian denominations 
that wish to practice or leach it, and 
that the state must In futuro control 
secular education. The church as an 
educator in Spain has been a failure. 

En Franco where religion and edu- 
cation have been under the control of 
that church for 200 years; whore It 
was endowed and supported by the 
state and made the established church 
of the Republic; they havo at last 



found that, true to her history, she was 
not confining her activities to tho 
teaching and promotion of religion and 
education, but was Intriguing against 
the state and trying, to compass the 
downfall of the Republic. Political 
intrigue has marked her history in 
Franco for years. Governments were 
made and unmade at her will. At last 
the revolutionary, spirit grew so strong 
tha tho people would tolerate it no 
longer. The church has been dethron- 
ed from her position of supremacy and 
the state has made all religious equal 
before the law. 

- It Is charged by tho Romanist press 
that hatred of religion and atheism In- 
spired tlie conduct of French states- 
men upon her prerogatives. We are 
encouraged, however, to believe that 
Franco has acted wisely and reason- 
ably by the statements of men like 
Rev. Clias. Wagner, author of the 
"Simple Life," whose unselfish ser- 
vices In the Interests of the people of 
Paris had a world-wide reputation. The 
statesmen of Fra'nce had to choose 
between tho slate controlling the 
church and the church controlling the 
state. They have enacted a law which 
separates the two and gives absolute 
freedom to every religious denomina- 
tion, it is an object lesson to the 
world which should not be overlooked 
or forgotten,- and which will doubtless 
bear fruit in other lands. 

Conditions in Great Britain. 
Coming closer home, we find the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain In 
the state of unrest through constant 
agitation that is maintained by Roman 
emissaries to secure Home Rule for 
Ireland. The Irish bill of the present 
government, although given another 
name, was admittedly intended to pave 
the way for Home Rule. The insidious 
device of giving Home Rule) under spe- 
cious pretexts of providing for special 
wants, but In reality advancing another 
step along the well understood and 
cunningly devised plan which would 
ultimately accomplish what was the 
aim at the beginning, viz., Home Rule, 
Is reprehensible to the last degree. 
This method seems to have been adop- 
ted In order to avoid raising suspicions 



Rome, Party strife and party ambi- 
tions are -hero golden opportunities. By 
these she takes full advantage to de- 
mand her pound of flesh from which- 
ever side that she claims to have de- 
livered her vote to on election day. 
Tho Situation in Canada. 
In Canada tho tight still continues. 
There is no cessation of hostilities. 
Mgr. Sbarettl, who accomplished so 
much for the cause of Romanism in 
the adoption of the Autonomy Bill, Is 
to return to Canada. This direct rep- 
resentative of the Vatican is to reside 
In Ottawa and keep his linger upon 
the political pulse of the Dominion of 
Canada. The presence of tho Papal 
Ablegate Is a constant menace to the 
constitution of the country. It Is bail 
enough In all conscience when Can- 
adian prelates Interfere In our politi- 
cal contests, but we ressnt the inter- 
ference of one who Is an alien and who 
represents, not the citizenship of Can- 
ada, but the policy of the Roman Pon- 
tiff. 

An Instance of Intolercnce 

Another notable Incident during tlie 
year occurred In Malta. It Is one which 
tends to dispel the illusion so often 
employed to do duty when it Is con- 
tended that the Church of Rome is the 
same intolerant entity today that she 
was in ancient times. The Archbishop 
of Malta refused lo allow any other 
religion to be taught or practised on 
that Island except that of the church 
.if Rome. When remonstrated with by 
the governor- and Informed that all 
religions were free, and that the right 
to worship and teach the dogma of any 
religion must be conceded to all. his 
reply was that the Church of Homo 
alone had exercised that right from 
time immemorial, and would not brook 
Interference by any other unless forced 
to do so by the crown. To the honor of 
the crown, be It said when appcali d 
to by the bishop for confirmation of 
his contention, the reply was. that 
these Is no state church In Malta, and 
all religions possess equal rights, and 
those rlg'its mast be maintained and 
respected. Vet we are told by excusers 
and defenders of those who are con- 
stantly seeking for rights and privi- 
leges In the interest of that body that

as to the real cause for inviting op- 
position from those who will never 
consent to be governed from the Vati- 
can. 

This measure, however, was not sat- 
isfactory to either party, The Nation- 
alist convention condemned it and re- 
jected it with scorn at the dictation of 
priestly delegates. Nothing short of a 
National parliament and the control 
of the constabulary would suit them. 
This rejection by the Nationalist con- 
vention sealed the doom of the mea- 
sure which tho government has pro- 
mised to withdraw. 

This termination for the present of 
the Home Rule agitatlo-n must be con- 
sidered satisfactory for the Protestants 
of Ireland. If a Liberal government 
with such a tremendous majority 
would not dare to Introduce a straight 
Home Rule measure there is no prob- 
ability of any other government doing 
so for another generation. The cause 
of Home Rule would have been ma- 
terially advanced by tlie adoption of 
Mr. Blrrell's Act. It must be gratify- 
ing, therfore, to those who believe that 
Home Rule would lead to separation, 
that for another quarter of a century 
the Irish question is settled. 

We are warned by our brethren of 
tho Emerald Isle not to be mislead by 
the innocent sounding names given to 
every new measure which Is introduc- 
ed. For whether it Is called devolution 
or extension of local authority, or by 
whatever name It is known, Hie aim 
and object Is always to get Home Rule 
and separation. Our moral support is 
Invited to sustain a threatened, people 
and assist them In the Tight for that 
liberty bequeathed to them through 
their ancestors who fought with Wil- 
liam Prince, of Orirnge.

"Lo Nationalistc," that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler visited Rome for the purpose 
of securing the sanction of the Vatican 
authorities to Mr. Fielding succeeding 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler as Premier of .-Can- 
ada. We ijavo only newspaper reports 
for this, but ttie'papcr which printed It 
is Hie acknowledged organ' of tho Na- 
tionalists of the Province of Quebec. 
It Is reasonable to suppose that It Is 
well informed upon all questions af- 
fecting the movements of Franch-Ciui- 
adians politicians. AVithout, therefore 
accepting the statement as a proven 
fact, I desire to direct the attention of 
this Grand Lodge to it, with a view of 
rendering them more vigilant than 
ever. I hesitate to believe that Mr. 
Fielding would go to Rome seeking tho 
Premiership of Canada, but the posi- 
tive way in which tlie statement is 
given by this well-informed French- 
Canadian organ is calculated to arouso 
suspicion. 

These constant pilgrimages to Rome 
beforo every general election, and sec- 
ret conferences with His Holiness, 
lends credence to the suspicon that a 
deal is being made each lime whereby 
the Interest of the state are being bar- 
tered away for 'he support of the 
church in tlie forthcoming election, 
and that in due time the debts must 
be repaid by another encupacliment 
upon the rights of the people. 

The Triennial Council 

Since our last meeting Canada has 
been honored by the Triennial Orange 
Council of the World holding its con- 
vention in Toronto, The occasion was 
notable for the number of disting- 
uished members of the order who at- 
tended as delegates, both from the 
United Kingdom ami the republic to 
the south of us. I had the honor of ex- 
tending lo them a cordial welcome on 
behalf of the Most Worship Grand 
Lodge of British America. Their de- 
liberations were conducted with 
thoughtfulness and care, and nian\' of 
the questions which heretofore pre- 
vented that cordiality which should 
exist between tho various provincial, 
slate and colonial jurisdictions and 
this council were deliberated upon 
ami a In tier understanding reached. 

The misfortunes that our brethren 
have suffered for past years, in the 
destruction of their halls and property 
by lire — in nearly every instance with- 
out insurance am them — indicate that 
our business methods might with ad- 
vantage be improved. Therefore I 
strongly recommend that all lodges, 
halls and lodge property be insured, 
and that insurance be kept up as reg- 
ularly as it Is done with property of 
any other business. Had this been 
done In the past our association would 
■not have sustained the heavy losses it 
has and would be in a. much better 
position financially to replace the halls 
without burden or being obliged to ap- 
peal to the brethren In other localities 
for aid. The number of letters I re- 
ceive every year appealing for aid from 
Grand Lodge, or any other source at 
my command, to assist In the erection 
of halls or lodgerooms, or to help fin- 
ance some undertaking of a similar na- 
ture now under way, suggests the ne- 
cessity of advising our brethren to ex- 
ercise greater caution, prudence a-nd 
economy than is frequently displayed 
so as to prevent these, in many cases, 
unwise and elaborate undertakings be- 
ing started. They often result In driv- 
ing members away rather than induc- 
ing them to come In. 

Where a suitable hall or lodgcroom 
can'- bp obtained at a reasonable rent., 
it Is wise to avoid the heavy cost of; 
erecting a new one. I have noticed 
for years past thai most other fra-1 
ternal societies do this to their ad- | 
vantage and profit. Why cannot we'.' ',

The insurance department of our as- 
sociation under tlie amended rates and 
regulations is making for itself a name 
and reputation second to none among 
the fraternal societies of the world. 
The government scale of rates adopt- 
ed, which came into force January 1st, 
1!)06, has put the fund on a perman- 
ent and stable basis, and enabled the 
executive to provide for the payment 
of one hundred dollars a year to' those

The Spirit is fast, but so 
is the Alexandra, and after seeing her 
sail I would feel Inclined to predict a 
victory for the Vancouver boat under 
certain conditions. But from what 1 
saw of her I should think that her 
weak spot will be in the wind. The 
Spirit is very stiff, but the Alexandra 
goes over easily and if it came on to 
blow I think she would bury herself. 
In light airs she would probably get 
ahead of the Spirit, but as I said be- 
fore it is going to be a very close race, 
and one that will be well worth watch- 
ing." 

"if I might give some advice I 
would suggest that the Alexandra gets 
on to the course as early as possible. 
Since they have built over those flats 
at Seattle some tremendous currents 
have been running.

KESTREL UNABLE TO PROTECT BANKS 



Othor Fishery Cruisers Necessary to 
Prevent Depredations of Poachers 
on Fishing Grounds 



The crow tt II. M . S. Monmouth 
was engaged all day yesterday coal- 
ing the vessel, and today the work will 
be resumed and completed. With the 
wind prevailing yesterday the work 
was trying to the eyes of those en- 
gaged, ami goggles were in demand, 
The eoal and briquettes, or patont 
fuel, was taken to the big cruiser, 
swinging to her moorings In the har- 
bor, on two seows, and the fuel was 
hoisted inboard with the electrical 
motors of the warship, being handled 
from the deck by largo squads of blue- 
jackets organized into coaling crews, 
Work was commenced at -1 a. m. yes- 
terday, and when operations ceased 
at S p. m. the flags showed that 903 
tons of fuel had been loaded. It is 
probable that tiOO tons more will be 
loaded today. 

Sunday is to he visitor's day on 
board the Monmouth. Coaling will 
have been completed, painting done 
and the vessel cleaned in readiness 
for the coming of Prince Fushlml, The, 
ward room is undergoing ;i renovation 
and the ship is being prepared that 
she may look her best when the dis- 
tinguished Japanese visitor is received 
on board. 

When she returns to the China sta- 
tion the Monmouth is to be taken to 
tlio dockyard at Hongkong, it having 
been decided to remove the twelve- 
pounder quick-firing guns mounted in 
the captain's cabin to the after shel- 
ter, or upper deck". The twelve- 
pounders on the forecastle are to re- 
main for the present. It is possible 
othor changes will also be made.. 

The Monmouth, which is similar in 
every particular to the Kent and Bed- 
ford, other cruisers of the county 
Class on tho China station, was built 
at the same yards that turned out the 
Empress steamers for tho C. P. It. 16 
years ago, tho Fairfield company, at 
Govan-on-the-Clyd.V 'The principal 
particulars of tho typo are as follows: 
Displacement, 9,800 tons; length, 440 
feet; beam, GO feet; draught (mean), 
24 1-2 feet. Armament: Fourteen ti- 
inch, .43 calibre; ten 12-pounders; 
three 3-poundera, and eight Maxims, 
and two lS-inch submerged torpedo 
tubes. At tho break of her armored 
superstructure, dull leaden as is the 
vessel throughout, is a scroll with the 
words "God Save the King." The for- 
ward and after turrets hold twin 6- 
inch guns, side by side. 

Earlier vessels of this class, despite 
the high forecastle common to all fast 
cruisers nowadays, surfer a good deal 
in bad weather from the sea thoy take 
in forward. Improvements were made 
with the Monmouth. All her fourteen 
6-inch guns are protected by being 
mounted In armored casements. Tho 
armor of the vessel Is comparatively 
thin and extensive. There is a belt 
about LT.O feet long amidships of 1-ineh 
Krupp cemented armor, and this belt 
extends right up to the main deck. It 
is continued to the bovv at a thick- 
ness m" two Inches. Aft It is termin- 
ated by a 5-inch bulkhead. A curved 
protective deck runs the length of the 
ship and reinforces the waterlino pro- 
tection. The space above and below 
is filled, as usual, with coal hunkers. 
The casements are four inches thick, 
the turrets live inches, but for those 
nickel armor, not Krupp, is employ- 
ed, it has less resisting power, hut is 
more easily worked. iThero Is said to 
be great difflculty in using Krupp ar- 
mor for circular or nearly circular 
turrets. 

These turrets have short armored 
bases of five-inch thickness, with ar- 
mored hoists going rlown to the main 
dock. The turrets are distinctive and 
peculiar to vessels of this class. The 
two guns mounted side by side in 
each can be trained together and fir- 
ed as one pie, r c i H0 llsrfl | nt j . 

pendent ly. There is a single hoist to 
the pair of guns worked by ■„, ,.],.,._ 
trie motor. it serves with great ra- 
pidity and when in full working order 
delivers every alternate charge to the 
port gun. which has a small motor 
to catch it as it comes up tho endless 
chain. Tho arrangement can he easily 
disconnected— the hoist is then made 
to servo one gun only. Three layers 
of projectiles are carried in the tur- 
ret underneath the guns which can 
bo loaded in any position or elevation. 
Double hoists adopter! from the same 
system, have been fitted to the two- 
storey casemates; in fact the cruiser 
is fitted throughout with electrical 
hoists and motors, booms being work- 
ed and boats and launches worked 
electrically. 

The. electrical appliances are all In 
charge of the torpedo lieutenant, who

There are ten of tlieso cruisers In 
commission, three on tho China sta- 
tion. Tho Suffolk is tho fastest, and 
tho Kent holds tho record for tiring, 
of tho class and of tho ileot. Tho 
Monmouth, which is fitted with Belle- 
ville boilers, averaged 20 1-2 knots 
on her trial run from Gibraltar to 
Plymouth. 

On tho way to Victoria, when Hear- 
ing Vancouver Island, the usual 
"night quarters" drill was held. This 
practice takes place on an average of 
once a month, all hands aboard ship 
standing to their quarters as though 
tho vessel was ongaged in actlvo ser- 
vice. 

It Is probable that shore leavo will 
lie granted tomorrow from the 
Monmouth. 



KESTREL IN PORT 

Fishery Protection Cruiser Returns 
From Northern Customs Cruiso 

After a cruise in northern British 
Columbia waters with B. S. Busby, 
Canadian customs inspector, on board, 
ilurlng which reported irregularities in 
connection with tho operations, of tho 
customs station at Massett, ' Queen 
Charlotte Islands, were investigated, 
the Canadian 'government's fishery 
protection cruiser Kestrel, Capt. New- 
comb, was in port yesterday. A report 
has been forwarded to Ottawa with 
regard to the investigation, and it 
rests with tho department what ac- 
tion will be taken. it is stated that 
many steam launches from Ketchikan 
have landed passengers and freights 
without payment of duties or consid- 
eration of customs regulations, and a 
full report concerning these matters 
was forwarded to Ottawa. 

Investigation in the north shows 
that tho recent oscapo of the New Eng* 
land Fishing company's fishing steam- 
er Manhatton from selzuro when fish- 
ing near Louiso island at the mouth 
of Cumshewa inlet of Moresby island. 
Queen Charlotto Islands, about a 
month ago, was closer than anticipat- 
ed. The Kestrel had come from 
Banks island watching a fishing ves- 
when the smoke of another steam- 
er, which proved to be tho Manhat- 
tan, was seen near Cumshewa inlet 
and within the three-mile limit. The 
fishing steamer sighted tho fishery 
cruiser at tho .same time and ran out 
to sea, beyond tho International 
limit. 

Those in touch with fishery matters 
say the Kestrel Is far from able sln- 
glehanded to properly protect the 
British Columbia fishing grounds 
fiom the depredations of tho poaching 
vessels. It is stated by those who 
have gone Into the figures thorough- 
ly that forty million pounds of fish 
have been taken from British Colum- 
bia waters within tho past years, and 
of tills largo amount no more than 
nine million pounds have been landed 
in British Columbia, nearly all by the 
steamers New England, Manhattan 
and Kingfisher, owned by the New 
England Fish company of Boston, 
which lias its depot at Vancouver, and 
the fishing steamers working from 
New Westminster. 

With two fast fishery protection 
cruisers and tho Kestrel, it Is stated, 
the fishing fleets which now proceed 
from Seattlo and Tacoma to the north 
would bo forced to move their bases 
to British Columbia. They would be 
prevented from using Britisli Colum- 
bia harbors, as is now the custom of 
these vessels when the Kestrel is not 
on the banks for the purpose of clean- 
ing their fish, and without having the 
use of the provincial harbors, it is 
reasoned, they would be compelled to 
establish on this side of the boundary 
in order to secure the necessary priv- 
ileges. 

For several reasons tho Kestrel is 
far from being sufficient to protect 
tile fisheries. In the first place she is 
a slow vessel and In the second, she 
must needs be absent at long inter- 
vals from the northern or west coast 
waters, where fishing takes place, and 
fishermen, who are kept well posted 
regarding the goings and comings of 
the cruiser, can ply their poaching op- 
erations without fear of Interruption. 
It is stated that when the new fishery 
cruiser, for which a contract is ex- 
pected to be soon awarded, is in op- 
oration, the work will be carried on 
with much bitter result, hut experts 
state that still another cruiser is 
needed. 

it is from April to September that 
the greatest amount of peaching takes 
place, and the west coast of Vancou- 
ver Island is tin- scene of as great a 
poaching invasion of fishermen from 
Puget Sound ports as is Hecate 
straits. Of 28 million pounds of fish 
taken off the west coast of Vancouver 
Island, mostly in territorial waters, at 
least one-third, it is estimated. Is 
poached. There are about fifty fishing 
schooners sailing from Senile and 
Tacoma, which proceed to the banks 
off the west coast of this island. The 
Kestrel, with so 'large a territory to 
patrol, is totally unable to guard the 
hanks of the Vancouver Island coast, 
and thodS of the northern waters of 
the province. 



STEAMER DISABLED 

Rumor That City of Puebla Was in 
Distress Caused Excitement 

Some excitement was occasioned in 
the city yesterday by the. report that 
the steamer City of Puebla, which 
left her,, on Tuesday morning for San 
Francisco, was reported disabled off 
Point Reyes off the Callfornlan coast. 
Shortly alter the report was circula- 
ted a despatch was read staling that 
the vessel reported disabled off Point 
Reyes was the steamer Santa Barbara 
hound from San Francisco to Olympla 
and not the City of Puebla, 

Tim Santa Barbara Is a steam 
schooner. She has her propeller shaft 
broken. Tugs have been sent to her 
asslstan ce. 



SONOMA ARRIVES 

Big Oceania Steamer Makes Second 
Trip to Victoria From 'Frisco 

The steamer Sonoma, Capt. Cousins, 
chartered from tho defunct Oceanic 
line by the Pacific Coast Steamship 
company completed her second trip 
from tho Golden Gate to Victoria yes- 
terday morning, ■when she arrived 
twelve houre late, owing to head winds 
encountered on her way north. It was 
reported .from San Francisco the 
steamer had 1000 passengers on board, 
but on arrival 11 was found that tho 
total complement numbered 381. Tlio 
following debarked here: Miss Foley, 
Miss Callahan, Miss McPhCO, Miss Ca- 
valllo, .J\ Barr and wife, Mrs. Oraland, 
Miss A. Stevens, Miss Bitnrot.

FIVE MASTER STRANDED 

Big Schooner Louis Runs on tho Far- 
nllones near Golden Gato 

A San Francisco despatch says, the 
five masted schooner Louis, owned by 
the Simpson Lumber company, bound 
from GSrays harbor to San Francisco 
with a cargo of lumber, went nshoro 
on the Farallone Islands at 2:30 
o'clock Wednesday morning. Tugs 
have gone to her assistance. 

The schooner i' ; commanded by Capt. 
Henry Dyer, who has with him two 
mates, six sailors and a steward. It 
is Understood the lives id' ad arc safe. 
The wreck is attributed to the heavy 
fog lying along the coast. 

The vessel stranded on Frnconta 
beach. The cool; and three of tho 
crew have been landed by the tug 
Sea Queen. 

As soon as tho vessel struck, Ste- 
ward Dryrnan and two of the sailors 
put off in a life boat and landed In 
safety on the rocky beach and reach- 
ed the telegraph station, where word 
of the disaster was sent to this city. 
Tho captain and live of the crew re- 
mained on bonrd doing all they could 
to prevent the vessel from swinging 
about and going to pieces. The wreck 
Is attributed to the dense fog which 
prevailed. The crew is safe anil will 
be brought to the city if if Is Impossi- 
ble to float the vessel. 

Tho Louis has a net tonnage of S"l 
tons, and "was built in 1 888 by J. Kru.se 
of North Bend, Or., for the Simpson 
Lumber company. Sin- is 193.8 feet 
long, 3f> feet beam, and 18 feet deep.

FERRY FOR ESQUIMALT. 

Residents of Gplwood Working For 
Better Connection With Victoria. 

Residents of Colwood and the dis- 
tricts nearby are working energetical- 
ly seeking to establish a ferry service 
between Colwood and Esquimalt, giv- 
ing a direct service between Victoria 
and the farming communities adja- 
cent to Colwood. .1. Jardlnc, member 
for tho district, said yesterday that 
Investigations had been mad (5 with the 
result that it was found that a ferry- 
steamer could be purchased or built for 
about 57,000 fitted for the business, and 
wharves would, of necessity, have to 
be erected at the foot of Ihe road 
leading past Colwood hot,!, which 
strikes the Esquimalt harbor beyond 
Parson's bridge and in the cove ad- 
jacent to the li. C. Marine Railway 
Company. The projectors of the en- 
terprise plan two trips a day in the 
beginning with more trip- as the busi- 
ness grows. The ferry sought is to 
have accommodation for horses ami 
wagons on the: main deck and carry 
passengers on a deck above. There 
are some ferry steamers on the Fraser 
river similar to that sought for this 
rou te. 

it is pointed out that ferry connec- 
tion across Esquimalt harbor would 
shorten the distance bel w een Colwood 
and Victoria by four miles, and would 
allow of easy access to tho city by 
farmers with their produce to be 
marketed in Victoria. It is reasoned 
that the establishment of a ferry ser- 
vice would be of greaf benefit !n tie- 
fast developing districts adjacent to 
Victoria. 



SHIPBUILDING PLANT. 

Nov/ Westminster Is Asked For Site 
For Shipwrights to Locate Upon. 

The Chapped brothers, originally 
from Kngkrnd and recelillj from 
Washington state arc In the city, for 
the purpose of negotiating for a site 
fur a ship-building plant which they 
propose to establish lu re, says the 
New Westminster Columbia. There 
are half a dozen nu n in the group, 
some of whom are married and one 
member of tho family has already de- 
clared his Intention of settling In New 
Westminster by purchasing a resi- 
dence In Sapperton and moving his 
family there. 

The men who a re all ship-buildi rs, 
have recognized the possibilities for a 
ship-building business in New West- 
minster and arc anxious to gel start- 
ed, it Is understood that fin y have 
considerable capital to buck them up. 

Aid. Garrett bus taken an Interest 
In the si rangers and is endeavoring 
to secure a suitable site for them. An 
effort will be made to secure n strip 
of water frontage from the Small & 
Bucklln Lumber Company between 
their mill and the Lulu Island bridge, 
which ailded |o the strip of property 
adjoining tho bridge which Is control- 
led by the city, would make a very 
satisfactory site. 

HAS BEEN FLOATED. 

River Steamer Bonanza King Is Lifted 
From Waters of Yukon. 

Tlie Yukon river steamer Bonanza 
King, which recently struck on. the 
rocks below Rink Rapids, has been 
floated, according to advices received 
by the While Pass ,t Yukon, and 11 
Is presumed she has been beached 
near the scene of the accident fur re- 
pairs. 

The bottom of Ihe vessel was so 
crushed that the boiler was a foot 
abovo Its natural position, the fantal) 
was under water, .and the hog chains 
had given way. The stern end of the 
boat had dropped considerably, and 
there was doubt ir tin craft would 
hold together. Pari of the house was 
also displaced. 

The Bonanza King Is the most pow- 
erful tow steamer in the Whlto Pass 
fleet. She also has good accommoda- 
tion for passengers. She is worth ap- 
proximately $50,0011. 



MILLS REFUSED ORDER 

For Large Shipment of Lumber In- 
tended For Steamer Georgia. 

Tho steamer Georgia is at Van- 
couver, where tho Chinese crew 
brought by . the steamer Monteaglo is 
being transferred. Tho former will 
sail in a few days for Ladysmlth to 
load bunker coal, and will return to 
Victoria. She would have loaded con- 
siderable lumber at the Vancouver 
mills had tho mlllmen cared to ship, 
for largo orders wero sent north by 
tho steamer from Mexico. Tho Van- 
couver Province says: 

"We did not bring the Georgia here 
to load cargo, as there Is not a pound 
of freight offering for her In Vancou- 
ver," said Mr. .J H. Greer, agent for 
tho Canadian-Mexican line. 

"Tho lumber mills here turned down 
an order for twenty million feet of 
lumber for Mexico — thoy would not 
even consider it for delivery alongside 
the ship. Tho order has gone to the 
Sound, where much of tho cargo taken 
south by tlio Georgia on her first trip 
came from. On that trip slio also had 
freight from Victoria and New West- 
minster. Tho people who desired to 
place that lumber order In Vancouver 
were prepared to increase it to 30,000,- 
000 feet — delivery to bo spread over a 
number o£ months. Ultimately these 
people will take about 75,000,000 feet of 
lumber from the Sound for construc- 
tion work hi Mexico." 



FOR WEST COAST 

Swedish Iron Expert Among Eighty 
Passengers for Island Const 

The steamer Tees which sailed for 
Cape Scott and way ports of the west 
coast of Vancouver Island hist night, 
carried a large complement of pas- 
sengers — more than berths could be 
found for. The Tecs has about sixty 
berths and when these had been occu- 
pied about twenty first-class passeng- 
ers were left to sleep on the, dining 
room table or win rover resting places 
could be obtained. 

Among tho passengers of the Tees 
was Mr. Llndeman, the Swedish iron 
oxpert sent from Ottawa to Investi- 
gate the iron deposits of the West 
coast. Mr. Llndeman who lias vis- 
ited tho Sooke mines since his arriv- 
al is now on his way to tho immense 
deposits on Gordon river, accompanied 
by Mr. McGregor of Bentley & Mc- 
Gregor, owners of the Bugaboo, Iron- 
master, Conqueror and Bentley min- 
ing properties which have a largo 
amount of ore In sight. After look- 
ing at these properties it is the inten- 
tion of tho "expert to proceed further 
to the westward, and the various 
properties will all be examined as far 
north as Quatslno sound. 

Other passengers of tho Tees were 
J. C. MacDonald and 25 men sent by 
Captain Gandhi of tho marine depart- 
ment to Bamflold creek where they 
will establish a camp from which they 
will start at once to build a trail 
through to Carmanah point, for uso of 
a coastguard patrol equipped with 
life-saving apparatus. 

The Tees after discharging her 
freight and disembarking passengers 
at the various ports of call is to pro- 
ceed further north, rounding tho north 
end of the Vancouver island coast 
and proceeding to River's Inlet with 
all the Indians that can be secured 
for the River's Inlet cann'erles. It is 
expected that frurn SO to 100 Indians 
will be secured -.at w^y ports of the 
West coast for tlffc River's Inlet can- 
neries. 

The cargo of tlie Tees was a large 
one. including a large amount of prov- 
isions for the various ports of call. On 
deck tin' steamer carried more lumber 
for tin- new whaling station at Kyu- 
quot which is expected to be in opera- 
tion by next month. A large number 
of barrels were also carried for Se- 
chart. 

The steamer Princess Beatrice also 
sailed lasl nigh!, taking about thirty 
t and a heavy freight, In- 
cluding shipments for the headwaters 
oi i ne StiKino io be transferred at 
Wrangell. The passengers Included 
J. II. Grey and a survey party bound 
to the upper Skeena. 

AORANGI SAILS TODAY 

Canadian - Australian Steamer Will 
Leave for the Antipodes 

The steamer Aorangl of tho Canadi- 
an Australian line, Capt. Phillips, 
is scheduled to sail this evening for 
Australian ports via Honolulu, ami 
Suva. She will have a large cargo 
and about 80 passengers, (in her re- 
turn trip It is expected tlio steamer 
will bring a large amount of Australi- 
an coal Included in her cargo. To av- 
ert a possible shortage of coal during 
the coming winter the Pacific Coast 
company has arranged for the ship- 
ment of more lhan bin, 000 tons of 
Australian coal to Pacific coast ports 
The coal will be of the best steam- 
ing quality. About nn.onn tons win be 
shipped lo San FrRnclsco and 30,000 
tons to Portland, ami h will require 
thirty-two vesse l loads to transport it 
from Australia to this country.

A CONTRABAND CARGO 



Chinese Newspaper Gives Fur- 
ther Particulars of Alleged 
Filibustering 



From some port of North America 
on tho Pacific coast the steamer Nat- 
iok Is alleged to be headed towards 
China with a cargo of antl-monarch- 
Ists and guns and ammunition for the 
revolutionary cause against thu ruling 
dynasty. News of the alleged flllibUS- 
tering expedition is given in telegrams 
dated from Tientsin to tlio Sinwonpac, 
a natlvo Chinese paper published at 
Shanghai. Shipping lists available do 
not give the name of such a steamer 
and the nearest resemblance In Lloyd's 
register is the Danish steamer Nautik, 
a Clyde built tramp of GS'u" tons net. 
The North China Dally News says: 
Tho Slnwenpao contains tlio follow- 
ing telegram from Tientsin: H. B. 
Viceroy Yuan Shlh-k'ai has received 
Information through the government 
intelligence department that a steam- 
er called the Natick from a certain 
port In North America is coming out 
to China, having on hoard a company 
of Anarchists or anti-monarchists 
(Kchmlng-tung). The steamer is fur- 
ther said to be loaded with a cargo 
of arms and explosives. The plan of 
the Natick's passengers Is to spread 
themselves all over the empire, a por- 
tioning confining their operations, or 
propaganda in the southern provinces 
a part in the northern, and another 
hatch In the Yangtze provinces. As 
soon as things tire ready, a signal will 
be given, which it is expected will 
plunge tho whole country into rebellion 
Upon receipt of this intelligence Vice- 
roy Yuan Shlh-k'ai at once transmit- 
ter tho Information to his brother 
Viceroys of tho Llangkiang, Hukuang, 
Mln--Che and Two Kuang provinces, 
asking their excellencies to give the 
necessary instructions to their sub- 
ordinates to be on the lookout for 
the arrival of the steamer Natick and 
her contraband. 



Drowned in Flood. 

Athabasca Landing, Juno 20— Owing 
to the late and rapid melting of the 
snow in the mountains tho rising of 
the river has come this year with un- 
precedented suddenness.

PENITENTIARY INSPECTION 

Hon. Mr. Aylosworth Justifies Exclu- 
sion of Grand Jury 

Ottawa, June 20. — Hon. A. R. Aylos- 
worth minister of justice, In discuss- 
ing tho action of tho warden of the 
Kingston penitentiary in refusing to 
allow members of tho Frontonac coun- 
ty grand jury to officially inspect the 
penitentiary last week, explained that 
tlie grand Jury had no legal right to 
inspect tho penitentiary. -In tho com- 
mon law tho rights and duties of 
grand Juries in respect to inspection 
of public buildings was very vaguely 
defined, resting on custom rather than 
upon any special instruction by stat- 
ute According to long established pre- 
cedent, grand juries were supposed 
to visit and report upon the manage- 
ment of the county jails and other lo- 
cal public buildings. The Frnntenac 
grand jury had no more right to of- 
ficially visit and report upon the 
Kingston penitentiary than had the 
grand jury of any other county in On- 
tario, inasmuch as tho penitentiary 
was not a local county institution. 
Consequently the warden was justi- 
fied in refusing to allow tile grand 
jury any more privileges than those 
accorded ordinary visitors. Mr. Ayles- 
worth pointed out that last year 
when the grand jury at Kingston saw 
lit to make severe strictures upon tlie 
manner in which the prisoners at the 
penitentiary were fed, their comments 
were not just hied by the facts of the 
case, and wore subversive of discip- 
line at the penitentiary, Tho pres- 
ent rules had been adopted after care- 
ful consideration some years ago. 
Moreover, he added, there was not the 
same need for inspection of the pen- 
itentiaries and other federal or pro- 
vincial Institutions by the grand juries 
as existed in the case of local counts- 
institutions. The former were under 
constant Inspection by trained gov- 
ernment inspectors, and inmates hav- 
ing grievances' could easily bring 
them to the attention of the inspectors 
or othor of the proper authorities for 
investigation.

Canadian Capitalists Are Inves- 
ting in Plant At Welland, 
Ontario 



Klcctrleity and cheap water power 
are producing many transformations 
In Industries but In none, perhaps, do 
the changes promise to be greater 
than In the process of Iron smelting. 
Klectrlc steel works have aiready Be- 
come numerous In Europo, where a 
score of plants are in operation, and 
Canadian capitalists have shown their 
confidence in the electro-thermic 
process for the smelting of C anadlan 
iron ores by erecting a smelting plant 
at Welland, Ont.. for the purpose or 
producing pig iron ami later high 
grade steel and steel castings. This 
process also is supposed to figure 
largely in tin; extensive plans for 
smelting at Sault Ste. Mario, now un- 
der discussion. 

The "Welland plant is a 3.000 horse- 
power furnace of the latest type, 
brought out by Dr. Heroult, a French 
metallurgist of renown, and it is ex- 
pected to produce :l"i tons of pig Iron 
per day. The power will be had from 
Niagara Fails. This first electric fur- 
nace will be used for the purpose of 
demonstrating that pig iron can be 
commercially produced by the electro- 
thermic process even at such an un- 
favorable site as Welland, where the 
price of power is high and the nearest 
ore supply about 150 miles distant 
S.ime of the ore used w ill be brought 
from Port Arthur and other ore.* of a 
very refractory nature will also be 
used, the ambition of the promoters 
being to employ exclusively Canadian 
ores. The first furnace will he follow- 
ed by a second one of probably larger 
capacity. A Heroult steel rumace will 
be used for the manufacture of high 
grade steel castings, which at present 
are not made in Canada. 

Government Investigation 

This new development in Canada's 
industrial progress is the direct result 
of experiments made at Sault Ste. 
Marie, Out., under the auspices of the 
Dominion government, and which form 
the subject of a valuable report now 
published by the department of the in- 
terior. This report is the work of 
Eugene Haanel, Dominion superinten- 
dent of mines, and contains a detailed 
statement of the work done, amply il- 
lustrated, and in the appendix are ac- 
counts of recent inventions and im- 
provements in electric furnaces in 
Sweden and elsewhere. 

A commission to investigate the dif- 
ferent electro-thermic processes for 
the smelting of iron ores was first ap- 
pointed by the Canadian government 
In 1003. Upon the recommendation of 
the then minister of the interior, lion. 
Clifford Sifton, the commission wit- 
nessed experiments at a couple of 
places in Prance, and then it was de- 
cided that m form a sound judgment 
as to the practicability of the electro- 
thermic process for the smelting of 
Canadian ores, It was desirable to es- 
tablish with some degree of exacti- 
tude the amount of electric energy re- 
quired per ton of product, the con- 
sumption of electrode and to answer 
the following ques-llons; 

"Can magnetite, which is I he chief 
Canadian ore, and is to some extent 
a conductor of electricity, be econom- 
ically smelted? 

"Can iron ores with comparatively 
high sulphur content, but not contain- 
ing manganese, be made into pig iron 
of marketable composition? 

"Could the process be mi modified 
ns to make practical the substitution 
of charcoal for coke as a reducing 
agent?" 

The latter point was specially im- 
portant since charcoal and possibly 
peat coke would be home products, 
■while coke would require to be im- 
ported into several of the provinces. 
The Heroult Furnace 
Arrangements having been made 
with the Lake Superior corporation at 
Sault Ste. Marie, a smah Heroult fur- 
nace was started in December. 1905, 
and continued foi the period of three 
months, after which the Lake Superior 
corporation was so well pleased with 
the experimental plant that it pur- 



producod, electric smelting of iron ores 
with charcoal or peat coke becomes 
an Industry of vast possibilities. With 
the present advance . which has been 
made In the transmission of electric 
energy, batteries of electric furnaces 
could be set up at various iron oro do- 
posits, which could be fed from a cen- 
trally located water power, thus sav- 
ing in the transportation costs of the 
ore from the mine to the furnace. 
Placing ore at $1.50 per ton and char- 
coal at $(! per ton, Dr. P. Heroult esti- 
mates that pig iron can be produced 
by his process for less than $11 pet- 
ton. The merest tyro can grasp what 
the realization of this estimate would 
mean for the industrial future of Cen- 
tral Canada.

In order to overcome the practice of 
the farmers the city will propose that 
legislation be obtained making it com- 
pulsory to have the commodities sold 
by weight, and not as heretofore. Other 
places as well as London have had the 
same experience on their markets. 



— The first shipments 
of gold from Alaska points this season 
reached Seattle yesterday on the 
steamship Victoria and Jefferson, the 
combined gold cargo of these two ves- 
sels aggregating $i,t;«3,920.90. 

Tho steamship Victoria brought
